The collision tore a great hole 


in the New York's bow but her 
bulkheads held and she returned 
to Boston, from which she had 
been bound for New York with 
300 passengers and a crew of 125, 
under her own power. 


The Romance, property of the 


Bay State Steamship company 
was inward bound with 159 pas- 
sengers from Providence and the 
New York of the Eastern Steam- 
ship lines, was bound for New 
York, when the collision occurred. 
On the Romance, a 1,240-ton ves- 
sel], most passengers were wait- 
ing in the saloon for the docking. 


Passengers on both the Ro- 


mance and the New York were 
knocked flat. 


So far did the New York's bow 


penetrate the Romance that she 
ships hung locked together, a for- 
tuity which probably was the sal- 
vation of the Romance's passen- 
gers and crew of 53. 


While both ships still trembled 


with their impact, seamen of the 
Romance fastened life preservers 
upon the passengers and those of 
the New York dropped ladders 
down the 10 feet from her upper 
deck to that of the smaller boat.
